SWEEPING PROBE 
OF GRAFT PLEDGED 
BY POLIGE BOARD 


Committee Promises To 
Ferret Out Members 
Who “Swap Protection 


Atlanta's five-man police committee 
last night pledged a united front in 
ferreting ouc petty grafting from mer- 
chants and speakeasies at an im- 
promptu meeting held at the police 
station, as investigators prepared to 
close in on additional members of 
the police department, who are al- 
leged to have been guilty of “swap- 
ping protection for favors.” 

Four of the five members attended 
the meeting at the station, and the 
fifth member, asserted he will vote 
to “fire every one connected with the 
department where evidence shows any 
unethical practices have existed.” 

At the same time, Councilman G. 
Dan Bridges, chairman, backed by 
other members, issued an appeal to 
merchants tu aid the committee in 
assembling evidence of wrongdoing 
by members of the department, and 
promised immunity from reprisals, 
which might be aimed at operators 
of businesses as a result of any in- 
formation which might be furnished 
the department. 

Two Are Suspended. 

Two embers—Patrolman R. C. 
Tuggle anc K. F. Wise, a supernumer- 
ary—were under suspension yesterday 
as a result of a series of affidavits 
furnished ts Oscar H. Pendley, secre- 
tary of th* department. and it was 
predicted that at least half a dozen 
more will be drawn into the probe be- 
fore it is completed. 

It also was authoritatively learn- 
ed that the investigations of the con- 
duct of officers has spread to Cap- 
tain Jack Malcom, head of the traf- 


fic bureau, and that a probe is in 
progress of an instance of where a 
city car was damaged as a result 
of having been taken outside the city 
limits when assigned to the traffic 
chief.

Phlegmatic Operator of Ancient Punt Today Waits With 
Resignation for Time When Bridge Will Take 
Away His Livelihood.

Bureau of Roads and the Georgia Highway 
Department and Governor Talmadge.

BALL’S FERRY, Ga., July 26.— 
Four hundred years ago the explorer 
DeSoto set out from Mobile to mae 
a treaty with the Indians who roamed 
the eastern section of what is now 
Georgia, t» meet and make friends 
with the tribe under the leadership 
of Princess Augusta, for whom the 
city of Augusta is now named. Seek- 
ing the shortest route he came due 
eastward and crossed the Oconee river 
here, 

Seventy years ago when Sherman 
completed his capture and burning of 
Atlanta he set out for Savannah and 
the sea. Turning to his compass he 
sought ea bee line to Savannah and 


his course lay directly across the 
Oconee at Ball's Ferry. 

Today the breastworks used by 
fighting Joe Wheeler’s gallant cavalry 
still stand on the eastern banks of 
the Oconee at this spot, a vivid re- 
minder ef the first battle of Ball's 
Ferry 

Sherman's army cut the first path 


through this section and John Ball, a | 
Confederate soldier who fought here, | 


came back after the war and estab- 
lished a ferry. 
Balis Ferry Today. 

Sherman's path became a highway 
and the ferry became Ball's Ferry and 
Balls Ferry .t is to this day. 

As the south restored its broken 
lines of transportation after the war 
Ball's Ferry became an _ important 
point and because the ferry was pri- 
vately operated by John Ball and he 
charged fees for transporting wagons 
and pedert-ians across the river there 
came an agitation for a bridge. 

Tim: came and time went, genera- 
tions came and generations went, but

BiG Fan LOOMS 
UN TAX MEASURE 


Drafters Agree To Retain 
Law Making Companies 
Pay Taxes on Big Gifts. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—(4)—A 
major congressional scrap was forecast 
today with the disclosure that demo- 
cratic drafters of the President's tax 
bill had. agreed to retain the law which 
makes cerporations pay taxes on gifts 
to charities. 

President Roosevelt openly opposed 
any change. Charitable organizations 
insisted that unless corporations were 
allowed some sort of deductions for 


charitable donations, the size of the 
donations would drop off. 

There had been considerable discus- 
sion of the question among house ways 
and means committee democrats, now 
busily at work putting the Roosevelt 
tax ideas into bill form. It was re- 
ported that earlier in the week an 
agreement was reached to let a cor- 
poration deduct up to 5 per cent of its 
income for gifts to charities. 

Then came the President's state- 
ment, followed by authoritative word 
today that the committee democrats 
would not include an exemption fea- 
ture in their bill.

O PERSONS JAILED 
INLOTTERY RAIDS 


Four Men. and Two Won- 
en Held as 20 Others 
Are Indicted by Jurors. 


Series of raids on alleged lottery 
operators, which resulted in six ar- 
rests, including two white women, 
came yesterday as the grand jury re- 
turned indictments against 20 persons 
for “bug” offenses. 

Those taken into custody yester- 
day gave the names of Walter Jones, 
allegedly the banker of a lottery;

All six made bonds immediately, 
the amount set for Walter Jones be- 
ing $1,000.

SENATOR ISSUES 
FIRST STATEMENT 
IN CONTROVERSY 


“Willing To See Money 
Spent by Counties and 
Cities If Deadlock Con- 
tinues,” Asserts Russell, 
Supporting Carl Vinson. 


MONEY FOR RELIEF, 
RAMSPECK CLAIMS 


Delay Is Impeding Work 
Relief Program and 
President Should Act, 
Congressman Declares. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—(7)—~ 
Expenditure of Georgia's federal road 
millions by counties and cities was 
proposed today by Senator Russell 
and Representative Ramspeck as an 
alternative if Governor Talmadge’s 
highway board and the Federal Roads 
Bureau fail to settle their differ- 
ences. 

This development followed closely 
the announcement of Representative 
Vinson that he will urge adoption of 
the county plan. Vinson declared “the 
secretary of agriculture has found the 
State of Georgia is without a satis- 
factory highway department.” 

Breaking his silence on the contro- 
versy, which has caused the govern- 
meént to withhold the state’s $19,000,- 
000 in federal road allotments, Russell 
stated: 

Russell View. 

“If the road matter stays hopeless- 
ly deadlocked and the people of Geor- 
gia deprived for a long time of the 
penetite of the large amount of funds 
to which we are entitled, I would be 
wholly willing to see the funds ex- 
pended by the counties and cities on 
road and street improvements and 
grade-crossing elimination.” 

Ramspeck issued a statement as fol- 
lows: 

“Sometime ago I suggested to the 
President that the road money allo- 
cated to Georgia be expended through 
the county commissioners and the mu- 
nicipalities. I see no reason why, if 
this controversy is not promptly set- 
tled, such a plan should not be fol- 
lowed. This money is intended to 
furnish work relief. The building of 
roads is a secondary consideration and 
I hope that the President will not de- 
lay action in this matter.”

on the 40 or 50 cars he transports 
aily. 

He is a phlegmatic type of man. 
He knows that when and if the 
bridge is built he will have no job 
but he says he wants the bridge be- 
cause the majority of the people want 
it. He is a Talmadge man despite 
the Governor’s determined opposition 
to immediate construction of the 
Ball’s Ferry bridge. Witness his 
proud display today of his youngest 
son, Talmadge Thompson, two years 
old, and named for the Governor in 
1933 when Talmadge was at the 
height of his power in Georgia.

If you drive up 
to the ferry late at night and he's 
asleep all you have to do is to sound 
your horn until Hoke Smith Thomp- 
son wakes up or one of the little 
governors routs him out to serve you. 

Mayor of Ball’s Ferry. 

They call Hoke Smith Thompson 
the mayor of Ball’s Ferry. He is 
more than that. “He’s the chief of 
police, the city council and when he 
takes off to go to a nearby spring to 
get water for himself and the little 
overnors he’s the head of the water 
department, 

“Even before I left school early in 
my ‘teens, I knew I was going to be 
tender of the ferry,” Thompson said 
today. “The job has always been in 
our family since old John Ball left 
this here earth so many years ago. We 
sort of grow up to love this yellow old 
river and the ferry.

Mussolini's note voicing Italy's. 
willingness to have the fifth and neu- 
tral member of the conciliation com- 
mis8ion appointed—as the League 
contemplated when it created the body 
—did not affect British policy. Brit- 
ain still wants full and free discus- 
sion of the crisis at Geneva. 

Meanwhile, authoritative circles re- 
emphasized the temporary nature of 
Britain’s ban on arms exports to both 
Italy and Ethiopia, annuunced yester- 
day. It will os reconsidered, they 
said, as soon as Italy or another na- 
tion makes any move regarded as vio- 
lation of the League covenant. 

Dispute Discussed. 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
saw King George today, and it was 
reported they discussed the African 
dispute. 

The view was expressed here that 
Italy’s expression of willingness to 
revive the conciliation commission 
was an attempt to forestall the League 
council meeting, which Ethiopia had 
insistently demanded. 

If so, it failed. J. A. C. Avenol, 
League secretary-general, wired coun- 
cil members today: 

“As it does not appear from the 
information received that the four ar- 
bitrators reached before July 25 any 
of the agreements or understandings 
provided for by resolution, the presi- 
dent notifies the colleagues that the 
extraordinary session provided in the 
resolution will take place.” 

He asked replies before tomorrow 
noon whether Subs 31 or August 1 
would be preferable for the meeting. 


F. D. R. ENUNCIATES 
“HANDS-OFF” POLICY 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—()— 
With pointed reference toward the 
Italo-Ethiopian crisis, Presideut 
Roosevelt today enunciated a_ two- 
point American peace: plan—continua- 
tion of the “good neighbor policy” 
and avoidance of issues that do not 
concern this country. 

The President’s statement, made as 
he faced a crowded press conference, 
was given as his off-hand answer to 
a question regarding what he consid- 
ered the Roosevelt administration had 
done to keep the United States out 
of war. 

The Italo-Ethiopian controversy, 
the President said—in answer to an- 
other question—might be one of the 
cases in which the United States has 
no concern other than interest in the 
frequently emphasized desire of doiug 
everything possible to maintain peace 
throughout the world. 

New Anti-Nazi Agitation. 

Only a short time before he spoke, 
new agitation arose for action against 
nazi Germany—a continuation of the 
congressional blasts against the Hit- 
ler government's treatment of the re- 
ligious question. 

Senator King introduced formally a 
resolution seeking a $5, inquiry by 
the foreign relations committee into 
treatment of Jewish and Catholic cit- 
izens of Germany. Under it, the com- 
mittee would inquire particularly 
“into charges that Jewish citizens 
‘have been denied their political and 
‘civil rights and have been compelled 
‘to leave Germany.” 

Earlier King had announced the 
proposed investigation was intended 
to develop whether severance of diplo- 
matic relations with Germany would 
be warranted. 

Only yesterday, Representative 
Dickstein assailed Adolph Hitler in 
the house as a “madman of Ger- 
many” with an “insane theory of gov- 
ernment.” 

President Roosevelt, at his press

‘of the “good neighbor” policy, and in

Dr. J. P. Leake, of the United States 
Public Health Service, returned from 
Richmond today and reported an “in- 
creased prevalence” of infantile paral- 
ysis in Virginia and that the first 
major trial of a new vaccine would be 
in Virginia and North Carolina prob- 
ably within the next week. 

Dr. Alexander G. Gilliam, of the 
Public Health Service, was left in 
Richmond to complete preparations 
for the trial of the vaccine. 

The public health authorities hare 
tried the vaccine in only a limited 
way previously and that was in Cali- 
fornia, where they said it was not 
given a “fair trial.” 

Nine new cases were reported in 
Virginia yesterday, bringing the total 
since the epidemic started two months 
ago, to 230. The number of new cases 
Wednesday was reported as nine also, 
dropping from Tuesday's 16 and Mon- 
days 18.

HOTEL GIVES MEALS 
FREE IF SUN nIDES 


Colorado Town Has Only 
Had 16 Cloudy Days in 
Past 23 Years. 


GUNNISON, Col., July 26.—())— 
Meals still are free at the old La Veta 
hotel here on sunless days, but the 
cooks never have been overworked for 
that reason. 


For only 16 times in the past 23 
years has the hotel found it neces- 
sary to serve free meals to uphold 
a 1912 promise. 

J. H. Howland, first manager of 
the hotel, started the custom to popu- 
larize Gunnison as “the sunshine 
city,” reserving only the right to be 
the final judge of whether the sun 
actually hid its face throughout a 
day. 

The first day the free steak dinner 
was served was December 4, 1913, 
and the latest January 2, 1935. 


“We have received letters from all 
parts of the world asking about that 
agreement,” commented L. B. Stitzer, 
present manager. “It’s a great adver- 
tising plan, but it would run us out 
of business anywhere but in a ‘sun- 
shine’ city. 

What happens when the sun fails 
to shine? 

“The cooks throw a couple of extra 
logs on the fire, slice a lot of steaks 
and peel an extra tub of potatoes,” 
said Stitzer. 

Howland originally offered guests a 
free steak dinner or a free night’s 
lodging on sunless days. 

After Howland retired in 1925 his 
successors limited the offer to food 
alone, 

The sun shone in Gunnison every 
day.in 1912, 1915, 1916, 1917, 1920, 
1922, 1923, 1925 and 1928. In three 
years, 1921, 1930 and 1932, there 
were two sunless days each. Other 
years had but one sunless day.

DAYTON, Tenn., July 26.—(/)— 
William Jennings Bryan’s fight for 
the Bible in the John Thomas Scopes 
evolution trial here 10 years ago, to- 
night was praised as an aid to re- 
ligion. 

Standing on a wooden platform on 
the same spot where Bryan testi- 
fied, Patrick H. Callahan, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., friend of the lawyer and 
churchman, said the “Great Oom- 
moner’s” battle brought reaction ben- 
eficial to Christianity.

‘BLOW-UP WASHINGTON, July 26.—The news behind Britain’s re- 


nunciation of the naval ratio system is that the disarm- 


The state department will not admit it publicly just yet, but it 
Shares the. British viewpoint about the futility of trying to maintain a 
5-5-3 ratio limitation for the major powers. The lid is off. Prosperity is 
here for the naval shipbuilders. It will continue for the next five years 
at least. 

The only thing to be hoped for out of a naval conference this year 
or next is an agreement under which the powers will notify each other 
how many ships they intend to build. This is what the British are striving 
for. In fact, private advices indicate they are frantic to get it. They are 
not worried about the United States, but are eager to learn what Japan, 
France and Italy intend to build. ; 

The United States and Britain will try to maintain their existing su- 
periorities over Japan by building boat for boat as fast as Japan exceeds 
the treaty limits. This will cost everyone plenty of money, but the be- 
fuddied diplomats know of no other way out. 


PREPARATION The AAA crowd has worked out what it considers 

a very smart way of getting around an adverse de- 
cision from the supreme court, Its lawyers noticed that most of these 
suits against the processing tax are based on the contention that congress 
cannot delegate such broad taxing power to the Secretary of Agriculture. 
The AAA lawyers suspect that the plaintiffs are right about that. 

So they wrote into the new AAA amendments a provision stating 
that, if the rates fixed by the secretary are held to be invalid, then cer- 
tain specific processing taxes must be levied. In other words, they already 
have a substitute plan in expectation of an adverse verdict. 

That is why Administrator Chester Davis is not worrying so very 


much about the outcome of the suits. 
QUOTAS The amendment which Senator La Follette tacked on the 
AAA bill, setting up a quota system for farm products, 
really came from the agriculture department. Ordinarily, the administra- 
tion works with its own democratic senators in offering such législation, 
but it is understood that democratic Chairman Smith, who was in charge 
of the AAA bill, did not like the quota idea and declined to sponsor it. 
Consequently, the AAA-ers turned to La Follette. 

Somé of the New Dealers outside the AAA (for one, State Secretary 
Hull) expect that the industrial crowd will now start a drive to extend 
the quota system to industrial products. They are already laying plans 
to resist such an effort. 


SQUELCH The drive for federal refinancing of municipal indebted- 

ness seems to have been squelched quietly by Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Jesse Jones. Municipalities have outstanding bonds of 
eighteen billion dollars and about one billion of these are in default. It 
has been proposed by the cities that Uncle Sam lend them money to buy 
up their bonds at market prices, which are as low as 30 and 40 cents 
on the dollar. Bondholders would gladly sell because they are receiving 
no interest now anyway. The President and Jones do not care for the 
idea, mainly because it might involve the national administration in local 
tax problems.

BUILDERS’ HOMES 
TARGETS OF BOMBS 


Two Missives Directed at 
Residences of Contrac- 


tors Here. 


Two homes, one occupied by a con- 
tractor and another recently vacated 
by a builder, were targets early yes- 
terday morning of bombs which fail- 
ed to explode. 

Both were constructed of two sticks 
of dynamite, with cap and fuse. 

Frank Jordan, butler for Arthur 
K. Adams, building contractor, found 
the dynamite, with the fuse partially 
burned, on a side porch of the resi- 
dence at 1744 Ponce de Leon avenue, 
N..E., about 5:40 o’clock. Mr. Adams 
son was the only occupant of the 
house, and was sleeping in a room di- 
rectly over where the dynamite had 
been thrown. 

Police said fingerprints had been 
found on the crude bomb, and it was 
taken to police headquarters for ex- 
amination. 

The second “bomb” was found on 
the porch of the residence of J. R. 
Crang, of 378 Ninth street, N. E. 
Crang is terminal train master of the 
Southern Railway here, having mov- 
ed only recently from Chattanooga, 
Tenn. It is believed that the bomb 
was placed there under the impression 
that C. R. Justi, contractor, of 581 
Sherwood road, N. E., resided there. 
He had moved recently. The fuse on 
this bomb was also partially burned. 

The two attempts followed by 24 
hours the bombing of the home of T. 
C. Wesley, another contractor, at 2% 
Fifteenth street, N. E., where a home- 
made bomb shattered windows and 
damaged the porch early Thursday.

BANK STOCKHOLDERS 
RULED FULLY LIABLE 


Court of Appeals Reverses 
Spalding County Judge. 
in:Griffin Case. 


The Georgia court of appeals yes- 
terday held individual stockholders of 
the defunct Griffin Banking Company 
are liable for payment in full of the 
firm’s debts, under provisions of the 
special act incorporating the company. 


The higher court reversed Judge 
Blanton Fortson, of the Spalding coun- 
ty superior court, who ruled on Oc- 
tober 31, 1933, that stockholders could 
not be forced to pay more than 100 
per cent on the stock. 

R. E. Gormley, state superintendent 
of banks, took over the Griffin Bank- 
ing Company for liquidation in March, 
1933. He issued a 100 per cent assess- 
ment against all stockholders, and the 
assessments were paid. Later he issued 
additional assessments of $220 on 
each $100 share of stock. 

Mrs. Agnes Scott Searcy, a stock- 
holder, refused to pay: the additional 
assessment for debts and filed an af- 


fidavit of illegality in the lower court. | 


Gormley called for dismissal of the 
affidavit in defense demurrer, but he 
was overruled and the affidavit up- 
held. The superintendent of banks ap- 
pealed to the court of appeals. 

The appellate court held that the 
Griffin Banking Company was incor- 
porated by a special act of the legis- 
Jature in 1870, which act held stock- 
holders individually liable for ulti- 
mate payment of the firm’s debts in 
proportion to the amount of stock they 
owed, and that the bank had failed 
to amend this act to ado 
eral state banking law passed in 1893 
and amended in 1919, The state law 
fixed the stockholder’s liability.

Coloradan Moved to State 
Pen After Confessing At- 
tempt To Kill Child, 11. 


CANON CITY, Col., July 26.— 
(UP)—A 31-year-old FERA worker, 
frightened into incoherency, tonight 
found safety in the state penitentiary 
from a mob which sought to lynch 
him for a murderous attack on his 
ll-year-old son. | 

“I wanted to kill him because he 
liked to dress as a girl,” John Hull 
babbled to police before he learned ot 
the mob. “He acted like a girl.” 

Police, however, ascribed a terrible 
beating which Hull inflicted on the 


child to his efforts to collect a $1,000 
insurance policy on the boy’s life. 

Hull was arrested at the bedside ot 
his son, Corwin, in a Colorado Springs 
hospital, where the boy has lain near 
death since Wednesday night. 


The report of the confession spread 
through Colorado Springs and enraged 
citizens gathered near the jail. 

Police hurried Hull to the peniten- 
tiary for safe keeping. 

A motorist Wednesday night found 
both father and son unconscious on 
the sidewalk, the father with one 
wound on his head, the boy beaten to 
a bloody heap, 19 separate wounds on 
his head, both ears crushed, his skull 
fractured in several places. 

The father told of having been held 
up by two men, who slugged him and 
beat up the boy because the lad cried 
out for help. 

Police Chief Hugh D. Parker didn’t 
believe the story. Under severe grill- 
ing, the father confessed that he plan- 
ned to murder his son last Saturday 
night and that the boy had escaped 
him at that time, spending the night 
with neighbors, 

He told how he seized a plank as 
the two walked along the dark street 
last Wednesday night, struck the boy 
on the head with it, and then had beat 
his unconscious form.

Decline in Agricultural Ex- 
ports Apparently Weak- 
ened Use of Program. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—(UP) 
Progressive decline in United States 
exports of farm commodities has duli- 
ed the political glamour on the silver 


issue, and probably will make _ re- 
monetization of the white metal a 
subordinate although intensely de- 
bated issue in the 1936 national cam- 
paigns. . 
President Roosevelt's New Deai 


government has taken more steps for 
the benefit of silver than any admin- 
istration since silver was demonetized 
in 1873, and the mining states of the 
Union have reason to be satisfied 
with a program which has doubled 
cash income to the mines. 

As a national political issue, how- 
ever, the silver program must attract 
support through inflationary effect 
upon commodities prices, and influ- 
ence on international trade. 


Union Needed. 

In other words, the farmers of the 
middle west must join political forces 
with the miners of the Rocky moun- 
tains if a major issue is te be joined. 


Unfortunately for the silver “infla-- 


tionists,” improved farm prices can- 


‘not be proved to have appreciated as 


a result of the silver program, ai- 
though the drouth, AAA adjustment 
programs, devaluation of the gold dol- 
lar and other causes havereffected con- 
siderable betterment. ~ 

The chief political argument in con- 
gress for a silver program was that 
exports of farm goods would be aided, 
due to the presumed favorable effect 
that an appreciation in silver might 
have on the purchasing capacity of 
silver-using and controlling countries. 

Some Benefit; Others Lose. 

In actual fact, the several steps in 
behalf of silver obviously have bene- 
fited silver producers in this and 
other countries; while silver-using 
nations,-especially China, have found 
dear silver inconvenient because of its 
disturbing effect on their currencies, 
and curtailment of their advantages as 
exporters, 

The silver purchase act of 1934 
was approved by President Roosevelt 
1%. Since that date the 
indices of United States exports have 
averaged downward, with the decline 
far greater in case of agricultural 
than industrial products. 

The monthly indices of volume of 
exports were as. follows, the 19235- 
1982 average representing 100: 

Agricultural—July (1934), 68; Au- 
gust, 58; September, 52; October, 49; 
November, 47; December, 43; Jan- 
uary (1935), 48: February, 52; 
March, 43; April, 50. 

Industrial—July (1934), 68; Au- 
gust, 72; September, 69; October, 68; 


November, 70; December, 67; Jan- 
uary (1935), 77; February, 63; 
March, 83; April, 65.

With this background, the demo-
